They 
are, at best, a business of trial 
and error, of starts and with- 
drawals, of acceptance and re- 


jection, This cannot be done un- 


der a spotlight.

Unhappy Record 


We ought to be convinced of our 
error in this by the unhappy rec- 
ord. It shows we have taken a 
series of defeats in the publicity 
prize ring. Mr. Krushchev has 
licked us every time, or almost 
so. Vice President Nixon handled 
himself well in the so-called kitch- 
en debate in Moscow a summer 
ago, but this was not given over 
to diplomacy. It was confined to 
washing machines, the American 
standard of living, and whether or 
not U.S. ladies did not waste too 
much time in kitchens when they 
should leave these to experts and 
be out, themselves, doing produc- 
tive labor.

A partial transcript of the con- 
versation as recorded by New 
York City police was read at a 
hearing before the Senate investi- 
gations subcommittee. 


Called as a witness, Hoffa chal- 
lenged the subcommittee’s author- 
ity to investigate his alleged deal- 
ings with Corallo, but was over- 
ruled. 


HOFFA CHARGES FOUL 

_ Hoffa then charged the subcom- 
mittee with violating the law to 
obtain the recording. He described 
the transcript as a conglomeration 
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of words that no sane man would 
utter. 


Sen. John L. McClellan, D-Ark., 
the subcommittee chairman, quot- 
ed Stein as saying in the tran- 
script: “Tony, the guy told me 
straight out, and I ain’t making 
like my own words. I'm saying 
his words: I don’t care if you 
want to—you want to steal, you 
want to rob, go ahead, he says— 
don’t get caught, don’t get caught. 
He says, listen, you’re worried 
about money. I don’t care how 
you take the money. I don’t care 
how you take it—get it under the 
table—get it any way you want.” 


DENIES INTRODUCTION 

Hoffa said he was never intro- 
duced to Corallo but acknowledged 
meeting with Stein in the Team- 
sters Washington headquarters on 
June 30, 1959, regarding the re- 
moval from office of Sam Gold- 
stein, then Local 239 president.

Officials in the Treasury, Budg- 
et Bureau and Council of Econom- 
ic Advisers began last weekend 
to prepare a new set of revenue 
estimates based on their apprais- 
al of the business situation — 
sometimes called a recession. 


Even the former administration 
conceded that Eisenhower's fore- 
cast of $82.3 billion in revenue for 
the next fiscal year was optimist- 
ic. But outgoing officials argued 
that an expected forward surge in 
business conditions justified his 
optimism. 

ARMS STUDY 


An independent appraisal of 
strategic military requirements is 
being made by the new civilian 
bosses of the Pentagon. Kennedy 
put heavy emphasis on defense 
during the election campaign, 
however, and budget considera- 
tions will only partly influence his 
decisions in this area. 


But in housing, public works, 
farm supports, education, medical 
research and other programs, 

plans must be tailored to 
fit an over-all budget plan. In that 
respect, the Kennedy administra- 
tion takes the same view as the 


Eisenhower administration.

Circling Capital 

LUANG PRABANG, Laos (UPI). 
Sixty-four pro-Communist guerril- 
las were reported Tuesday to have 
been killed in a battle with gov- 
ernment troops 50 miles southwest 
of this Laotian royal capital. It 
was feared Luang Prabang may 


be facing a major rebel encircling 
move. 


Government army sources did 
not immediately confirm the rela- 
tively high Pathet Lao rebel casu- 
alties reported by reliable sources 
in Sayaboury Province. 

Sources in Vientiane said the 
army was rushing reinforcements 
to intercept large forces of pro- 
Communist Pathet Lao troops 
seen moving eastward through 
Sayaboury Province toward Luang 
Prabang. 


The clash with guerrilla forces 
was reported to have occurred at 
Muong Sang Sa, a small town 
eight miles south of the Mekong 
River and upstream from Luang 
Prabang at a spot where the 
river flows from west to east. 


Clashes also have been reported 
north and south of the royal capi- 
tal. Military officials said a major 
engagement that could determine 
the fate of the city might be 
likely ‘‘within two or three days.” 

To the north, an estimated 700 
Communist rebels ringed the Lao- 
tian army stronghold town of 
Muongsai. Government sources 
said it was reported that half of 
the rebels outside Moung Sai, 50 
miles north of Luang Prabang, 
are Communist North Vietnamese. 


Alabama 
Loses Rights 
Challenge 


NEW ORLEANS (#—Three fed- 
eral judges upheld a lower court 
Tuesday and tossed out Alabama's 
challenge to the constitutionality 
of the 1960 federal Civil Rights 
Act. 


The two cases under scrutiny in- 
volved demands by the Depart- 
ment of Justice to examine and 
photograph voter registration rec- 
ords in Alabama’s Montgomery 
County. 

The three-judge panel—consist- 
ing of Elbert Tuttle of Atlanta, 
Warren Jones of Jacksonville, 
Fla., and Sidney Mize of southern 
Mississippi—affirmed the lower 
courts decision ‘‘on the basis of 
the well-reasoned opinion.” 


Alabama, in one of the cases, 
challenged the lower court’s ruling 
that Justice department agents 
have the right to examine such 
voting records. In the other case, 
the state tried to force the Justice 
department to release complaints 
and correspondence on which 
the investigation was based.

“The Lincoln school was estab- 
lished as an all-Negro school by 
the gerrymandering of district 
lines and by the transfer of white 
children residing in the district 
to schools outside the district,” 
the judge said. “‘The Board of 
Education of the city of New Ro- 
chelle was responsible for both of 
these policies.”’ 


New Rochelle is in suburban 
Westchester County. The Lincoln 
school case was the first instance 
in the metropolitan area of out- 
and-out racial segregation to 
come to public attention. There

A bill which would permit the state 
to lend money to counties that want to 
undertake tax reappraisal studies passed 
the House Monday by a vote of 157 
to 6. The bill is one of several aimed 
at getting uniform tax digests through- 
out the state. 

In opposing the bill one representa- 
tive made the charge that it implied that 
“people in rural areas haven’t got sense 


is 
that in many counties some property is 
not taxed fairly at all. The implication 
is justified. 

Such a practice in a county works to 
the disadvantage of all. (All, that is, ex- 
cept the favored few who pay little or 
no taxes on their property.) 

The effects of unfair tax practices are 
felt not only in the county where such 
practices occur but everywhere through- 
out the state. 

Here’s an example: Currently there is 
debate over a bill that would increase 
teachers’ salaries $400 a year. Practically 
no one is opposed to the idea of raising 
teachers’ salaries. But practically no one 
in a county where there is a substantial 
amount of local support for education is 
willing to see his own taxes go up so that 
teachers in counties that do not support 
their schools can get a raise. 

Counties that depend on the state for 
paying teachers’ salaries say they have to 
because they just can’t afford to pay the 
teachers much themselves. Quite often 
the reason they can’t is because their tax 
books are idiotically unrealistic. 

Rep. Arthur Bolton of Spalding was 
right when he told House members they 
would be “proud of the day” they passed 
that first measure. The bills “invite” coun- 
ty action—not “require” it. We think 
counties will be “proud of the-day” they 
accept the invitation and rewrite their 
tax books on a fair to all basis.

But Georgia remains near the bottom of 
the ladder and the token increase in the 
proposed budget will accomplish little to- 
ward improving the situation. 


Long-range planning is fine. So will

be the building improvements for which 
bids were opened yesterday. 


But it requires more than a physical 
plant to provide adequate care for pa- 
tients and to restore as many of them as 
possible to society. It takes psychiatrists 
and other trained personnel. It is neces- 
sary that the state spend more per patient 
than the amount proposed, which is con- 
siderably below the national average. 


Have those who once wept at what 
they saw at the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital now forgotten their tears and 
promises? 

The General Assembly should scruti- 
nize the proposed budget with eagle 
eyes and come up with an increase 
of two million dollars—minimum—for 
operation of the state hospital. Or would 
it be more pleasant to shy away from 
human suffering that tugs at the heart- 
strings of families in every county of 
Georgia?

What Is Wrong? 


WASHINGTON—The Eisenhower administra- 
tion has put into the hands of President Kennedy 
and Secretary of State Dean Rusk a critique of 
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“U.S. Information Abroad’”’ which breaks new ground. It represents 
a hard look at what we have been doing during all the years of the 
cold war. It is candidly non-partisan in recognizing that much the 
United States has been doing—including the Eisenhower years—has 
been inept, ill-conceived, and inadequate. 


The “task force,’”’ which com- 
pleted its study on the eve of Ken- 
nedy’s inauguration, devoted nine 
months to examining what has 
gone well and what has gone bad- 
ly. Some of its findings have 
been made public; many remain 
classified but, of course, avail- 
able to the new administration. 
Its chairman was Mansfield D. 
Sprague, former assistant secre- 
tary of defense for international 
affairs. 

The man who directed its in- 
tensive studies, which provided 
the foundation for much of its re- 
port, was Waldermar Nielsen, as- 
sociate director of information in 
Western Europe for the Marshall 
Plan for a number of years. 
From C. D. Jackson to Allen Dul- 
les the whole committee included 
people who knew their business. 

The report is couched in meas- 
ured words. But it does not 
shrink from treading on toes. It 
does not exonerate either the Tru- 
man or Eisenhower administra- 
tions from its central criticisms. 

The Sprague report offers sev- 
eral valuable recommendations 
and one superbly heretical con- 
clusion. 

Its heretical conclusion is that 
for years the highest officials of 
the U. S. government, especially 
State department officials and ca-

It is only on this basis that, in 
the judgment of the Sprague 
committee, the United States and 
the U.S. information effort can 
begin to do battle with the Com- 
munists around the world. The 
real reform, for which it urgently 
appeals, is not primarily a big- 
ger USIA to publicize policy, but 
the continuous, early, high-level 
participation of qualified informa- 
tion people in the shaping of U.S. 
foreign policy before publicity 
even begins.

droves. 

The locals, of course, are cast- 
ing about for somebody, or some- 
thing, to blame for this tragedy. 

The cab drivers say it is the 
Cubans. With all those Cubans in 
town, they argue, people are 
afraid that they’ll get caught in a 
crossfire between two warring 
factions, But that doesn’t make 
much sense, for the Cubans for 
the most part are quiet and or- 
derly. And it is hard to believe 
that anybody would be so timid 
that he’d forego a vacation in the 
sunshine for fear that Fidel Cas- 
tro might invade Miami Beach. 

The restaurant owners and the 
night club people are mad at the 
big beach hotels. Now everything 
is a package deal, they say. You 
come down by plane at a special 
price. You are whisked to your 
hotel. And then, if you don’t want 
to you don’t have to leave it. You 
take your meals on the American 
plan. The hotels have their own 
night clubs. They also do a lot of 
fun and games stuff to keep their 
patrons under their own roof — 
bingo, bridge tournaments, mov- 
ies, shuffle board and the like.

horse and dog tracks next,’’ one 
unhappy hackie said. ‘Then 
there won’t be nowhere for us to 
haul the people.” 

To an outsider who has no in-

seem to be two or three things 
that are causing Miami to have 
a slow year. 

First, there’s not as much mon-

Constructive criticism should 
be and usually is welcomed by 
people in responsible positions. 
But when one criticizes the ac- 
tion of another, he should have 
an alternative plan or program 
to suggest. Criticizing just to be 
criticizing is unsportsmanlike, to 
say the least, but that type of 
criticism usually is the loudest.

had left a trail of ugliness, 
through the cities and towns, 
the agricultural regions, public 
parks and beaches, and along 
the highways.”’ 

More recently the Georgia 
professor interviewed some oth- 
er visiting landscape architects 
from other lands. A Frenchman 
was astounded at the number of 
power and telephone poles par- 
alleling our highways but es- 
pecially in front of our beauti- 
ful and expensive government 
buildings in Washington. 
(Seems they put such utilitarian 
devices underground in_ his 
country.) A Swiss also was sur- 
prised at our conspicuous power 
lines bisecting the country, and 
a Japanese observed “how 
ruthlessly’’ some of our high- 
ways cut across the country- 
side, “even dividing communi- 
ties and cities."’ A Britisher, 
while admiring our homes and 
our beautiful national forests 
and parks, mentioned some of 
our roads between them as 
‘““depressing—a means of reach- 
ing a destination rather than a 
part of pleasant living.”’ 

The Britisher attributed this 
“void between home and 
wilderness’’ as “‘inevitable in a 
pioneer country,”’ adding, ‘‘and 
by European standards Amer- 
ica is still that, with all the 
energy and initiative, all the 
restlessness and rawness, which 
it implies.”’ 

It may be too late for us to 
slick up much for the European 
tourists who may be coming our 
way in the spring. But Dr. 
Owens posed a question which 
we can be considering. We can 
win wars, build the tallest 
buildings, live well and we have 
the largest number of bathtubs 
per capita population, he points

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Russian Expert Kennan Named 


Envoy to Yugoslavia by Kennedy

WASHINGTON—George F. Ken- 


nan, former ambassador to Mos- 
cow, will return to the diplomatic 
service as President Kennedy's 
ambassador to Yugoslavia, _ 


One of this country’s foremost 


authorities on Soviet affairs, he 
will take his skills to one of the 
most sensitive centers of develop- 
ing conflict within the contempo- 
rary Communist world. 


At present Yugoslovia is at 
ideological war with Communist 
China over the future course of 
communism and at odds with 
Moscow because of its drift from 
the rigid discipline that the Soviet 
Union has imposed on the East 
European states. 


Kennan is a member of the In- 
stitute for Advanced Studies at 
Princeton and has been at Yale 
for the last year as a visiting pro- 
fessor teaching political science.

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House Body Rejects 
Student Subsidy Bill 


Rules Panel Shifts, Votes 
Call for ‘Free Assembly’

A bill which would provide state subsidies for stu- 
dents expelled from Georgia colleges for “participation 


in orderly demonstrations,” 


of their choice elsewhere, got the cold shoulder from the 
House University System Committee Tuesday. 


However, a resolution calling on | 


University of Georgia officials to 
allow “freedom of assembly and 
freedom of speech” on the campus 
received better treatment at the 
hands of the House Rules Com- 
mittee. 
GAVE APPROVAL 

After voting the resolution down, 
5 to 4, the committee later gave 
the measure unanimous approval. 
The second vote, resurrecting the 
resolution, came at an unan- 
nounced meeting later Tuesday. 


Meanwhile, the Senate tabled, 39 
to 12, a resolution by Sen. Mark 
W. Fitzpatrick of Jeffersonville 
which would have commended 
students for “‘passive resistance” 
at the university. 


LEGISLATIVE COURTESY 


The subsidy bill which would 
have, in effect, provided scholar- 
ships for expelled or suspended 
student demonstrators, was saved 
from being killed by the Universi- 
ty System Committee by legisla- 
tive courtesy. A show of hands 
indicated that the majority of the 
members present favored killing 
the bill but they abstained from 
action because the author of the 
measure, Rep. Sam S. Singer of 
Stewart, was not present. 


The Singer bill, which could be 
acted on later, also provides an 
additional $50 a month allowance 
for suspended or expelled students 
‘to cover transportation and oth- 
er related expenses.” 


PARKER HAILS BILL 


Rep. Walstein Parker of Screv- 
en County, author of the freedom 
of .assembly resolution, quoted 
parents and students from his 
county as saying there wouldn't 
have been trouble at the Univer- 
sity “if the students could have 
let off steam.” 


Sen. Fitzpatrick started to with- 
draw his measure but got per- 
mission to reoffer it after encour- 
agement from Sen. W. Tom Bea- 
zey of Warrenton and Sen. Robert 
O. Persons of Forsyth. Students 
in the “‘passive resistance”’ group 
are said to have pledged them- 
selves not to associate with the 
two Negro students nor with white 
students who welcomed them.

Garland Byrd revealed 
Tuesday a Senate group is seek- 
ing a way to finance a pay raise 
for Georgia teachers.

New Bonds 


DeKalb Commission Chairman 
C. QO. Emmerich said Tuesday 
that a reevaluation of the county’s 
gross assets revealed that an ad- 


ditional $22 million in bonds 
could be issued. 


During a commission meeting, 
Emmerich said the county’s gross 
assets are now valued at $570 
million and the county’s bonded 
indebtedness is now $16 million. 
He said that under the new valua- 
tion, bonded indebtedness could 
be $38 million.

part of the world.

Tuesday for the first time the 
actual timetable of the piracy on 
the high seas began to unfold 
from bits and pieces of informa- 
tion assembled from many places. 
It was a story of piracy unknown 
since the days of Blackbeard and 
Jean LaFitte. 


The big liner put into the Vene- 
zuelan port of La Guaira on Fri- 
day and the Curacao port of Wil- 
lemsted on Saturday to take on 
additional passengers. Among 
them were 50 to 100 Portuguese 
followers of exiled Humberto Del- 
gado carrying their weapons in 
their suitcases. 


The ship sailed for Port Ever- 
glades, Fla., the port of Miami. 
The rebels struck shortly after 
1 a.m. Sunday when the ship was 


sleeping and only a handful of 


crewmen were manning the night 
watch. A burst of gunfire rang 
out and one crewman lay dead. 
Ten others were wounded. 


SLIPPED INSHORE 


On Monday the Santa Maria 
slipped inshore near the island of 
St. Lucia in the lesser Antilles 
and sent ashore a boat with the 
wounded men. Ironically, the 
British frigate H.M.S. Rothesay 
which later was to join the pur- 
suit lay in port a mile away but 
knew nothing of the Santa Maria’s 
presence. 

The story unfolded Tuesday 
when the Santa Maria sent a 
radio message to the National 
Broadcasting Co. in New York 
Saying the armed piracy was the 
start of an uprising against what 
it called the tyrannical govern- 
ment of Portugal. 


The rebel broadcast said the 
passengers and crew asked that 
their families be informed they 
are “well and free.” It promised 
to put the passengers ashore at 
the first port “that will assure 
us” that the ship would not be 
interned. 


LED BY GALVAO 

It said the uprising was led 
by Galvao, 65, a short, pudgy-man 
who has spent many years in 
Portuguese jails in his fight 
against the government. He 
escaped from one jail in 1959 and 
fled to asylum in Brazil. 

He called his band of 50 to 
100 armed men the “occupation 
forces of the ship Santa Maria’”’ 
and said they had seized it in

GOLDSBORO, N.C. (UPI) —A 
200 - ton swept-wing Air Force 
B52G bomber carrying two un- 
armed nuclear devices broke up 
in flight Tuesday and three of the 


eight crewmen aboard were killed 
in the flaming crash. 


One of the atomic weapons was 
jettisoned by parachute and float- 
ed to earth intact. The other was 
found inside the flame-enveloped 
wreckage that was strewn for a 
mile and a half over North Car- 
olina farmland and along a rural 
road 15 miles north of Goldsboro. 


The five crewmen who escaped 
parachuted from the eight - jet 
global bomber. They suffered only 
minor injuries. 


Asbestos suit-clad Air Force fire 
fighters waded into the burning 


wreckage and found the bodies of 
two crewmen, Maj. Eugene Rich- 
ards, 42, of Toccoa, Ga., and T- 
Sgt. Francis R. Barnish, 35, of 
Greenfield, Mass., in the nose 
section. 


The body of Maj. Eugene Shel- 
ton, 41, radar navigator, of San 
Antonio, Tex., was found hanging 
by parachute shroud lines in a 
tree about five hours after the 
crash. Officers said Shelton may 
have been blown from the disin- 
tegrating plane. 


Officials stressed that neither of 
the two nuclear devices aboard 
the plane had been assembled 
and that there was no danger of 
an atomic explosion or harmful 
radiation.

Race Bias 


Luthern Defines 
Duty of Church 


By JIM BENTLEY 


Two large Atlanta church bodies 
Tuesday heard strong words on 
racial segregation in churches. 


A South Carolina seminary pro- 
fessor told a group of 160 United 
Laitheran evangelism leaders here 
that the church is the ‘most 
rigidly segregated institution in 
our society.” 


And in a resolution passed by 
an overwhelming voice vote Tues- 
day by the Atlanta Presbytery it 
was asserted, “To discriminate 
against fellow believers and wor- 
shippers for reason of race or 
color is to violate the very char- 
acter of the church.” 


CRISIS NOT INCLUDED 


The three - point resolution 
passed by the Presbyterian minis- 
ters made no mention of 
public schools dilemma now fac- | 
ing the state. An earlier resolu- 
tion, drawn up at the Presbytery’s | 
fall meeting and which had been | 
expected to be presented Tuesday, 
urged Presbyterian churches not 
to “engage in any program that 
would . . . encourage a closure 
of public schools.” 


The resolution passed Tuesday 
dealt wholly with the problem 
of segregation in churches. 


It reaffirmed: “Historically the 
Christain church has assumed 
its role of leadership and estab- 
lished clearly its position on mor- 
al questions in time of crisis.” 


DECISION REAFFIRMED 


The ruling elders and ministers 
of the Presbytery reaffirmed their 
agreement with a 1954 racial de- 
cision by the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church of the 
United States that “. . . enforced 
segregation of the races is out of 
harmony with Christian theology 
and ethics, and that the church 
in its relationship to cultural 
patterns should lead rather than 
follow.” 


Obviously referring to sit-ins in 
some white churches here by Ne- 
gro college students, the resolu- 
tion also said: 


“We believe that Presbyterian 
churches should receive those who 
attend our worship services in the 
spirit of Christ without discrimina- 
tory treatment. We strongly urge 
our officers and people not to 
allow the organized or planned 
nature of any “tests” of our 
churches to distract us from our 
responsibility to meet every test 
as Christians... .” 


GEORGE HOYT ELECTED

At the Lutheran meeting Tues- 
day, Dr. Robert Paul Roth, teach- 
er of the New Testament at Luth- 
eran Theological Southern Semi- 
nary at Columbua, §.C., told dele- 
gates the church is the “most 
rigidly segregated institution in 
our society.” 

Under such circumstances, he 
said, ‘“‘we must seriously ques- 
tion whether we have the right to 
call it the church.” 


The minister defined the church 
as a family and not a “‘voluntary 
fellowship in which members 
choose to unite because of unanim- 
ity of ideals.” In a fellowship. 
he said, one chooses his friends 
according to tastes and interests. 


ALL CALLED BROTHERS 

“But in a family,” he said, “TI 
do not choose my brothers. They 
are given to me and I must ac- 
cept them whether I like. them or 
not. 


“Regardless of the flatness of 
their noses or the accent of their 
voice, regardless of the things 
they do, whether criminal or in- 
sane, heroic or holy, all men are 
brothers who have been called by 
the Spirit.” 


Dr. Roth also spoke at the open- 
ing session of the three-day meet- 
ing on problems in the church’s 
evangelism program.

Cradle-to-grave polio protection 
was recommended here Tuesday 
by the Surgeon General's Com- 
mittee on Poliomyelitis Control. 


Specifically, the group recom- 

, “Every person should 

be immunized against polio for 
his own protection.” 


ERADICATION PUSH URGED 


This was one of the 12-page list 
of recommendations to be pre- 
sented to the surgeon general to 
start a polio eradication cam- 
paign. 

Any such campaign during 1961 
will use Salk vaccine, since au- 
thorities still are unable to :et a 
target date for availability of the 
live-virus, orally-administered Sa- 
bin vaccine. 


Originally, the conference which 

concluded here Tuesday was 
called to plan for the use of 
Sabin vaccine. 


SALK SPEAKS OUT 


Dr. Jonas Salk, developer of 
emphasized Tuesday, “‘I want to 
make one thing very clear. I have 
no vested interest in one vaccine 
or another. This meeting is set- 
ting up an idea that there is 
competition between the two vac- 
cines, and that is extremely un- 
healthy for the public.” 


He said, ‘‘The public is now con- 
fused. More harm has been done 
to the live virus vaccine by this 
meeting. We've been put in a very 
peculiar position.”

Electrical Engineering for the 
1961-63 period at $16,000 per year. 

The other award, for $34,700, is 
from the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion to spend on equipment for a 
research reactor under construc- 
tion on the Tech campus. The 
AEC also said it will lend a quan- 
tity of uranium 235 needed by the 
reactor and 8.7 tons of heavy 
water. A plutonium-beryllium neu- 
tron source will be loaned for in- 
strument calibration purposes.

Q. I have never learned to 
sew, and if it wasn’t for a 
wonderful neighbor of mine, 
none of my clothes would fit. 
My hips are proportionately 
larger than my waist and all 
of my clothes fit badly unless 
they are altered. My problem 
(and my neighbor’s) is a 
pleated skirt now being made. 
My hips are so much larger 
my neighbor can’t get the 
skirt to hang properly. Can 
you tell us how to adjust the 
waist so it fits right?—Mrs. 


T. M. 


A. To hang properly, a pleat- 
ed skirt must fit smoothly over 
the hips. First fit the skirt 
smoothly over the hip line and 
decide just how much it will 
be necessary to take in to fit 
the waist properly. To make 
waistline smaller, overlap each 
pleat a tiny bit. Don’t overlap 
more than ¥ inch. If the waist- 
line is still too large, make a 
row of short basting stitches 
% inch from the waist edge. 
Gather very slightly until waist- 
line fits, then press with a 
damp cloth, shrinking out the 
fullness. Apply waistband. 


Q. How do you put a vel- 
vet collar over a collar al- 
ready attached to a coat? I 
mean the Chesterfield type, 
with the edge of the coat col- 
lar showing a little. — Miss 
Ss. W. 


A. First mark position of the 
velvet collar on the coat collar. 
Place it along the neck edge 
and an even distance from col- 
lar edges. Turn under the seam 
allowance on all edges of velvet 


collar. Then trim away the ex- 
cess fabric at the corners. 
Baste. Now, pin velvet collar 


over coat collar and slip stitch 
along seam line and neck edge 
(see illustration).

A. Cut two strips of seam 
tape the same length as the 
placket opening.

Then sew 
on your zipper. The seam tape 
will not only prevent the plack- 
et from stretching while apply- 
ing the zipper, but will heip it 
to keep its shape when you 
wear it.

No one raises a voice when 
a student is suspended for 
cheating, though many under- 
stand the pressures that might 
cause a desperate boy or girl 
to resort to dishonorable means 
to pass a bewildering subiect. 


No one, of course, but a tear- 
ful mother or father, who hopes 
for one more chance for a 
child who may thus have learn- 
ed a lesson. 


Has the Legislature ever yet 
considered their plight worthy 
of action by the state’s ruling 
body? If they had, discipline 
would have long ago disap- 
peared in all schools. Every- 
body knows at least one poli- 
tician. 

The excuse for these boys 
is the same one that explains 
so much of our trouble today. 
They have been deceived. And 
education, which is intended to 
open the mind to reason, had 
not yet quite taken this daz- 
zling distorted mirror from 
their eyes.

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Paris’ Latest Word 


Says 1920s Return!

PARIS—Pierre Cardin has revived the chemise, the 1920s 
and some of his own designs from last season. The result was 
a brilliant collection but a divided one. One half as modern as 
tomorrow, the other half a period piece. 


Cardin was the first important designer to show his spring 
1961 collection. It certainly .confirmed the rumor around Paris 
that the flapper is on her way back into fashion. 


The bosom is diminished, the waistline is at the hip, and the 
hemlines swing into motion with godets and pleated inserts. 
Everything is cut on the bias. The clothes swirl, twirl, flutter, 
flop but never stop still. 


This silhouette looks ultra modern in daytime wools and 
tweeds, but looks like pages out of a 3-year-old fashion magazine 
when interpreted in crepes and printed chiffons. 


OFTEN ACCUSED 


Cardin has often been accused of being an avant garde de- 
signer, last season he was ahead of himself as usual when he 
showed loose cut coat dresses with wedges of bias fabric set in the 
skirt to make them flare at the hemline. At that time they looked 
odd to most people. In this collection they look really right. 


This silhovette is not unlike that of the princess coat worn 
by Mrs. John F. Kennedy for the inauguration. Cardin’s version 
is more extreme. It touches the body nowhere except at the 
shoulders. 


Though Cardin’s afternoon and evening fashion were 1929 
flappers reincarnated intact, they were enchanting. The little 
sleeveless shifts of printed chiffon or crepe swung out loosely from 
the hips, or had fluttery panels attached somewhere. 


LOWERED HEMLINE 


Throughout the collection it appeared that Cardin has defi- 
nitely lowered the hemline an inch or two. For evening he 
showed an unusual length which ended about four inches above 
the ankle. 


Cardin’s colors are always exciting, but this time he sur- 
passed himself with powder pinks, apricots, peach, fuchsia and 
soft green tweeds. The chiffons and crepes printed in patterns 
reminiscent of 1929 were in fascinating shades of aubergine and 
orange, greens and umber. 


The hat shown throughout the collection was a high crowned 
Sou’wester, made in everything from shiny straw to pink tulle 
spotted with apple blossoms. 


Jacques Griffe seemed to have the 20s in mind too, though 
only a faint whiff of that epoch penetrated his well-bred ladylike - 
collection. 


The mannequins wore their hair bobbed short and fringed 
around the face. The hats were snug side-tilted cloches. The 
dresses were easily fitted and could certainly be called chemises. 


For the most part though it was a collection aimed for Griffe’s 
customers and no one else. 

The house of Jean Patou, one of the oldest in Paris, lived 
through the 1920’s but its current designer is having nothing to do 
with that period in fashion.

Yields an Optimistic Note 


Georgia women Tuesday sank 
their verbal teeth into the 
state’s school problems, with 
emphasis on legislative action 
in the field of education. 


This week’s session of the 
Legislative Forum for Women 
focused on the series of bills, 
recommended by Gov. Van- 
diver, designed to “preserve 
public education in Georgia.” 
Armed with summaries of the 
bills, forum members — repre- 
senting some 15 of the state’s 
outstanding women’s groups — 
gathered at the capitol for fur- 
ther briefings by top law- 
makers. The fast-paced meeting 
was sparked by a legislative 
panel including House Floor 
Leader Frank Twitty, Rep. 
Quimby Melton and Sen. Erwin 
Mitchell. 


For the most part, optimism 
was the keynote as the women 
—from various sections of the

state—candidly voiced their ob- 
jections to some phases of the 
school bills. They bombarded 
the visiting lawmakers with 
questions, questions that were 
answered frankly and fully in 
most cases. Encouraged by the 
opening remarks of Rep. Twitty, 
the women—and legislators—ex- 
pressed a mutual, “primary 
concern” to keep Georgia 
schools open. 


“I don’t want the federal 
courts to take over the schools. 
These bills (HR 69-174, HB 174, 
SB 48 and 49), we believe, pro- 
vide maximum protection for 
massive integration. We don’t 
like what's happened, but we 
also believe in abiding by the 
law of the land.’’ 


SENSIBLE PROGRAM 


Sen. Mitchell pointed out that 
the legislative program “‘is, by 
and large, a reasonable, sensi- 
ble approach” to solving current 
school problems.” 


“Throughout the state,” he 

added, “‘public opinion has ac- 
cepted Gov. Vandiver’s pro- 
gram as being, if not welcome, 
realistic. 


Rep. Melton explained the 
Freedom of Association Amend- 
ment. 


“This amendment, Rep. Mel- 
ton declared, ‘“‘can’t hurt us, 
and may help our position” 


Several forum members ex- 
pressed concern and ‘“misun- 
derstanding” about HB 174, 
which provides local option and 
suspension of compulsory attend- 
ance.

“At any time,” Rep. Melton 


schools?” she asked. 


“The quality of education 
must always continue to im- 
prove,” the woman was told. 
“There are two views on wheth- 
er or not this bill will hurt the 
operation of the State Board of 
Education. One side says it 
does. The other says it doesn't. 


Sen. Mitchell observed that 
“these three bills represent the 
backbone of our legislative pro- 
gram.” 


“They are not perfect,” he 
added. “For instance, 
there be wide utilization of the 
tuition grant program—which is 
something we do not antici- 
pate—it would not be the most 
efficient operation of the school 
systems. 


“Some features of these bills 
may later prove to be unconsti- 
tutional. We don’t know yet. 
But when you are faced with an 
almost insurmountable prob- 
lem, you do the best you can. 
This legislative program is, in 
effect, a compromise. It is the 
most palatable in order to con- 
tinue public education.”

tain,’ he said, ‘‘they also offer us a way to cement friendships 
at the people-to-people level with the companion countries of the 
free world.”’ 


—Athletes Are the Best Diplomats 


Symington, a shrewd observer of world affairs, pinpointed the 
fact that athletes frequently attract far more attention in foreign 
circles than diplomats. 


“We may be able to absorb a flareup of bad sportsmanship in 
an event over here,’ Sen. Symington stressed, ‘‘but the bad loser 
overseas is a heavy liability to all Americans.” 


To close the vast gap in “‘good will emissaries,”’ the U.S. must 
first adopt a more realistic approach to financial support of ‘‘ama- 
teur’’ athletes. Actually, the bonafide amateur is as extinct as the 
dodo, but the AAU and associates are still operating in the horse 
and buggy age. 


An Associated Press story from London reveals that the 
International Amateur Athletic Federation is launching a strong 
move to allow payment for loss of wages from a regular job to 
athletes. 


“It is not right for an amateur to have to sacrifice his pay to 
race for his country,”’ observed Brian Hewson of Britain. Mr. 
Hewson, the European 1,500 meter champion, has a strong point. 


Unless an athlete hails from a wealthy family, he must receive 
financial aid. Many athletes have requested that the U.S. put its 
stars on the payroll. And why not? 


—Yanks Who Aren’t Asked to Go Hume 


No lesser authority than Sen. Symington admits that ‘‘good will 
emissaries’’ are often more valuable in the good will field than a 
corps of diplomats. For sure, the diplomats are on the payroll. 


Judging from assaults on all fronts, there's an acute shortage 
of 20-game winners in the diplomatic corps. The U.S. has tried 
everything but athletes in a futile effort to win friends and influence 
folks. 


As Sen. Symington says, some of America’s best ambassadors 
are coaches and athletes. He cited Bill Miller, 1956 Olympic javelin 
champion, as a specific example. Miller has spent five years in 
India and South Asian countries as an instructor, and he’s one 
Yank who hasn't been requested to go home. 


“In several foreign countries, American teachers of sports 
became so popular,”’ Symington stated, “that they were drafted 
to coach the squads of those countries preparing for the 1960 
Olympics.” 


The U.S. has an unlimited number of outstanding athletes who 
would volunteer their services if they could afford to. If the State 
department would pick up the tab, the U.S. would have no trouble 
in boosting its number of “good will emissaries” from 300 to 5,000. 


Major league baseball teams have received tremendous ovations 
in Japan. The Russians like basketball, and they'd enjoy the Boston 
Celtics. The English undoubtedly would turn out to watch NFL 
teams play.
